London, Dec. 15.— The Queen, Prince 
and Princess of Wales, the Duke and 
Duchess of York, the Prince and Fxinceei 
Cliristian, the Marquis of Loroe and 
Princess Louise, Princess .Beatrice of 
Battonburg and her cliildren, and the 
entire court, attended a memorial ser- 
vice in the Mausoleum at Frof,'nioro yes- 
terday in memory of the Prince Con- 
.4ort, I^rince Albert, who died December 
14, 18G1. 

In the French chamber of deputies to- 
day, during the discusBion of the na- 
val budget, M. Pelletan, represent- 
int: the Bonc!ies-(Ui-Khoiu>, eevere- 
ly criticized the waste of money and 
obscureneBS of the accounts of 
the administrative department, 
of the navy. He pointed out that there 
had been forty-two accidents to French 
wareliips of different classes during the 
past couple of months, and attributed 
theiu to bad construction duo to red 
tupism, another to the diOerences be- 
tween the admirals and the engineers. 
Tlie entire organissation, • he added, 
needed revision. 

' An inquest into the death of Fred 
Kast, who with Ladj? Selina Scott, John 
Cockerton and William Aylot, had been 
on, trial upon the charge of liavin<; 
libelled Earl Russell, was held to-day. 
One of the witnesses testified that before 
bis death, which resulted from pneu- 
monia, ICast declared that everything he 
had said recardlns; Earl Russell was 
true. Lord Russell's solicitor, who was 
l)regent at the inquest, protested against 
the admission of the witness and his 
evidence. 

The police have seized a number of 
political letters and papers at the stu- 
dents lodgings in Moscow and have 
made forty more prisoners. 

A long story of the circumstances at- 
tending the death of - Antonio Maceo by 
Dr. Zertucha, his physician, is published 
here. It concludes with saying: " Jlaceo 
always admired tbe bravery of the 
'Spaniards and had little liking for Amer- 
icans." 

An inquest was held to-d.iy over tbe 
fcmain.s of Mra. Caroline Muriel Vanan- 
tia Le Cb;iini)ion, (laughter of Captain 
Cunclille, of Shropshire, who a month 
ago obtained a judicial separation from 
her husband, Mr. Loftus Le Champion, 
a relative of the well known 
si)ortsman Sir Claude Champion de 
Ore8i)igny, Bart. Mrs. Le Cham- 
pion committed suicide on Friday last, 
bv swallowing a quantity of laudanum. 
The coroner's jury returned a verdict of 
temporary insanity. The divorce pro- 
ceedings caused quite a stir at the time 
in revealing the doings of certain mem- 
bers of the " fast set " in England. Mrs. 
LeChampion, it was shown ih court, oc- 
casionally came down to dinner in red 
satin bloomers. 

At a meeting of delegates of tlie citizens 
guild held at Hamburg to-day a resolu- 
lion was passed by a vote of -13 to 27 ex- 
pressing regret at the occurrence of the 
strike of dock laborers, but refusing to 
intervene or to atteiiii)t to iiilluunce 
eitlier employers or strikers. An 
additional hundred non-union dock 
lal)orers arrived here from England to- 
day, and a number of strikers have re- 
turned to work. 

The Hamburg senate announces that 
the new port of Cuxhaven will he open 
to-morrow, and that it will be included 
as a free port. 

Earthquake shocks were felt in Nor- 
way at about 9 o'clock this mornint: at 
Larvik, on the soiitb coast, and at Kal- 
etad, in the proviiuteof Werml. The dis- 
turbance lasted about -0 seconds, bousis 
being shaken and furniture overthrown. 

The Times in an editorial says it 
tliinks, beyond a temporary cbecic to 
tbe Cuban insiirgeiitfj, that Antonio 
Maceo's death will change tl;e situation 
very little. " Spain," eay.'^ tbe Times, 
"must still he alive to the nrgeiicy of 
the problem." 

The Baroness Leonino, daughter of 
I5aroii (iiistave de Rothschild, died to- 
day, as the result of a fall from her 
horse while hunting. 

The Spectator thinks the RuBso-Ohln- 
ese arrangement threatens Japan more 
than Great Britain, " which can resist 
when her commerpial rights are thieat- 
ened." 

Sir Charles Dilke, in a speech, has ex- 
pressed the opinion tliat the treaty v, :!l 
place Northern China at the feet of Rus- 
sia, and that it is wholly inconsistent 
with the promises which China made to 
Kngland when she left Fort Hamilton, 
lie favors the reoccupation of tbat fort. 

Sir -Vrttiur J"orwanl,membcrof parlia- 
ment for the eouthern division of Lanca- 
shire, Conservative, in a siieech said that 
probably China would become to Russia 
what India was to England, and that 
English trade in China would be super- 
seded by Russian manufactures. The 
speaker "said he know that Russian gov- 
ernment engineers were now in Man- 
churia studying the jjroposed railway. 

Before a commission (iealing with the 
charter for the Bank of France yester- 
day, M. Meline, president of the council, 
strongly advocated the cause of the bank 
as assisting to establish agricultural cred- 
its. The iiank, he said, would assist the 
farmers on easy terms.

CUBA IN CONGEESS. 

Leaders of the Honse Disposed to Be Very. 
Conservative Regarding Recognition 
of the Insurgents. 

WAsniNGTON, Dec. 1-L — The reported 
assassination of Maceo has rekindled in 
teres* in the Cuban question in the 
House of Eepresentativea, although it is 
hardly likely that the interest will be 
productive of any legislatij-e action. 
Members are unanimous in denouncing 
the method by which it is claimed the 
Cuban leader was entrapped to his deatii, 
although many of them say that the in- 
formation up to date is insufficient to 
justify any assumption by charges that 
Maceo was a8^as8inated^ Several joint 
resolutions calling for' the recognition of 
the indenendence of the belligerency of 
the revolutionist have been referred, to 
the House committee on foreign re- 
lations. 

Chairman Hitt, of that committee, 
snys a meeting will be called this week 
to take up the diplomatic appropriation 
bill and to consider general business. It 
is proiiablo the Cuban partisans on the 
committee will endeavor to bring up 
their project for recognition, and there 
will be a discussion, if nothing moi-e, on 
the question. The house Peaders are 
disposed to be very conservative in their 
treatment of the question and most of 
thcni hold with President Cleveland that 
thero should bo no intervention by this 
congress. This is understood to be the 
position held by Speaker Reed and 
Chairman Hitt. 

Messrs. Hitt, Draper and Adams con- 
stitute the standing sub-committee on 
Cuba of the foreign afTairs committee. 
General Draper said to-day that the con- 
flicting reports left him in doubt whether 
Maceo had been ahgassinated or whether 
ho was really dead. He thought it quite 
probable that President Cleveland's 
assertion tbat the conflict bad become 
one of wanton murder on both sides 
might be correct. He saw no possible 
outcome of the revolution but the final 
victory of Lpain or the intervention by 
the United States. General Draper is 
still opposed to intervention as he was 
in the last congress. 

There was much talk about the house 
that there should be an investigation of 
the circumstances of Maceo's death, but 
congress could hardly conduct; a satis- 
factory inquiry even if it had authority 
for such proceedings under international 
law. It IS quite probable that the state 
department will be called on to furnish 
all tne information it has- regarding the 
affair. Without tlie action of the for- 
eign afTairs committee and the commit- 
tee on rules, Cuba cannot be brought 
forward in the house, and it is decidedly 
uncertain whether any action can be se- 
cured from the latter committee even il 
the former acts.

East so soon, but being anxious to be 

present at the bedside of Archbishop 
Fabre, who is dying at Montreal, Mgr. 
Langevin left to-day. It is also under- 
stood that while in the East all tbe (Jue- 
bec prelates^ will assemble in council in 
order to discuss the school question and 
probably to form a plan of campaign. 
The Arch bishop will stop over at Rat 
Portage for a day or two on his way 
East. 

Horace Biiley, tbe seventeen year old 
boy who fell down an elevator shaft in 
the liuilding occupied by the Richardson 
Stationery Company, on Saturday, died 
at the general hospital this morning.

MACEO'S SUCCESSOR. 

Genertil Ruiz Rivera Designated by the Late 
Chieftain for the Command. 

New York, Dec. 14.— The last letter 
that the Cuban Junta in this city re- 
ceived from General Antonio Maceo 
contained an estimate of the qualities 
of General Ruiz Rivera, who, if Ma- 
ceo has been killed, as is now gen- 
erally admitted, will succeed him 
in the insurrectionary leader- 
ship command. General Maceo writes: 
" Rivera is not only brave, tireless and 
indomitable, but he is a. great tactician. 
■He is a tborniigh soldier and has many 
military advantages enjoyed by few men 
in my command. He knows the map of 
Cuba aa well as the oldest guide and can 
hold Pinar del liio against the Spanish 
army for ten vears if necessary." 

Estrada Palma, head of the Cuban or- 
ganization here, niado the following 
statement: "I received a telegram 
from my agent in Jacksonville affirming 
tbe news that General Maceo and bis 
staff came into, conflict with Ahu- 
mada, Weyler's lieutenant, and were 
murdered. Dr. Zortucha was present, 
The news does not surprise me, because 
tbe first reports of Gen. Maceo's death 
were so contradictory that I saw mystery 
in them. I was inclined to believe the 
rejiort was false, but that if Gen. Maceo 
had really been killed it was through the 
assassins' knife."

A lieavy snowstorm had prevail- 
ed, but for a short time the weather 
cleared, when ah enormous iceMrg Was 
discovered a short distance ahead of tbe 
steamer, whose course had to be changed 
quickly to avoid a collision.

MILITIA. 

To Tin: EniTou: — In the last issue of 
the Province a very nice reference is 
made to the militia, who, the writer 
says, " work iia hard relatively as any 
reguhtrs, and that, too, in their leisure 

lioure They get nothing(isc) 

for it except the remote chance of ueint; 
any day shot for their country's good, 
and they are entitled to a good deal more 
support and appreciation tlmu they 
occasionally get." This is quite true, 
they do work hard, and they get noth- 
ing; for tho $6 paid is expended in the 
purchase of helmets, leggings, etc., not 
provided by the government. The 
chance of being shot may be remote, but 
that depends upon how the chances are 
figured, for within a few years only that 
remote chance became a sad certainty. 
How many times has the Pritisb navy 
been engaged since, say 1807, tlie date 
of confederation? Why has the Imperial 
government spent so much money 
building fortifications at Macaulay's 
Point? Becau«3 there is a romoto cbance 
of an attack upon the station at ICstjui- 
malt. When that attack comes (Heaven 
forbid that it ever may) it will be the 
militiamen of this city who will man the 
guns, and run the risk of being shot for 
their country's good. Surely this en- 
titles them to more support. There is 
an easy way to do this, viz. : By reliev- 
ine all efficient members of the active 
militia from the payment of the revenue 
or jioll tax. It is done in the mother 
.country, it is liono in the Eastern prov- 
inces, and why not here? 1 am sure 
that if the city council would pass a re- 
Kolnlion favoring tho idea the citizens at 
large woulil approve, and tho local legis- 
lature, at its next pession, would make 
such alteration in the Municipal Act as 
would enable it to be carried out. If 
tho editors in tho city will only join in 
Hupportini; the idea, there will bo no 
withstanding it, and it will soon be an 
accomplished fact. Militia.man.

THE PSALIIIST-KING. 

Rev. Solomon Cleaver Concludes His Series 
of Sermons on the Life and Times 
of David. 

A large aud attentive congregation lia- 
tened on Sunday evoninu to ttie eleventh 
and last sermon of Rev. Cleaver's ser- 
mona on tho "Life and Times of David." 
There was no record in Holy Writ of a 
death-bed scene where the old King de- 
parted this life, said the preacher, bat 
wo are told that he died at a good old 
age, full of honors, aud as the ai)oatle of 
tho Gentiles afterwards said, "he fell in 
a sleep." The King's dejection aud 
lamentation on the loss of his traitor son 
and his utter regardlessnesa of the great 
victory just won by his faithful troopers ; 
together with Joab's brusque expostula- 
tions, which had the effect of bringing 
him to a better BUtto of feeling, were in- 
terestingly commented upon. Then the 
defection of Judah and the jealousy of 
tho other ten tribes oniiccountof David's 
indiscreet partiality for his family tribe 
afterwards were touched upon with the 
remark that this episode culminated in 
the final revolt of tho.se ten tribes under 
his grandson, Kehoboarii. Fierce old .Toab'a 
iiiurder of hia suoplnnter, Amaea, and 
the atteni[)t of Ailoiiijah to pecuro the 
throne, were only olher patches of the 
terrible hartest of the conaenueucea of 
David's awful sin when in the heyday of 
his iijauhootf, and then placing himself 
at the mercy of his uneerupulous ser- 
vant. A forcible application of the 
grand mistake in David's life was hero 
applied to the audience with the aaser- 
tion that inevitably every man's sin 
would, sooner or later, find him out. 

The preacher next dwelt upon the 
apparent iujuatice of parents' sins being 
viaited upon their cliildien and graiul- 
childreu, as cxiiiuplilied iu the execuliou 
oi iSaul's grandaoiia for tiie breakiiu: of 
(.iod'a commands by David's predeces- 
sor; but this was onlv the ctirrying out 
of one of nature's imperative laws; and 
hence peopUs ahotild bo doubly careful 
not to entail suU'ering and hardship as 
criminal, drunken and other propensi- 
ties upon their immediate and more re- 
mote posterity. In taking a brief review 
of David's career, it was nienlioiied tluit 
kindness of disposition, wiedom, weiilth, 
honor, popularity, and usefulness aie tin 
Bafc>;tiardB against the committal of 
deadly sins. In this respect, the jioor 
were subjected to fewer temjjtations 
than the rich, and hence were compen- 
sated in no small degree for the ab.sence 
of a superfluity of this world's gooils. 
If Daviil, therefore, with all his ailvaii- 
tages, did not t^scapt; falling into the 
snares of tlie evil one, how can the aver- 
a'.;e iiuliviihial liopu to ilo so (!xi'i>pt liv 
tho iirace ol I iod and the aid of the Holy 
.Spirit? 

D.Lvid's fall, however, was not the 
picture of hia life, hiU tho blur upon it. 
His hearers were exhorted that while 
meditating upon this dark side of 
David's character, they were not to for- 
got the brightness, the unselfishness, 
the beauty, the poetic fervor and trust- 
fulness of. his disposition during his 
youth and early manhood, while he was 
emphatically a "man after God's own 
heart." In the quietude of hia declining 
days after giving up Hk; years of govern- 
ment to Solomon, it dooa not aiijjoar tiiat 
any return was luatlo to the solace of 
jjoetry and music. Tho cares of state 
and the intrigues in which he involved 
himself seem to have ])!iralyzed his 
touch UDon tlio harp and destroyed the 
poetic imagery in which liis soul de- 
lighted during the days of hia youthful 
purity and trustfalneas in the God of 
ills fathers. 

Tlie preacher, after thanking the con- 
gregation for their attendance, often in 
inclement weather, during the consider- 
ation of " David and Hia'Times " aeries, 
brought the last, and in some respects, 
tho most interesting and instructive of 
the eleven sermons to a close.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 

The time approachea when it will be 
necessary to choose anothep coancil to 
manage the bueinesF of the municipality. 
Theehoice sod composition of such a 
body is a subject that should engage 
the attention and command the interest 
of every intelligent citizen. 

To allow the election o£ the city coun- 
cil to become a matter of indifference, 
or to coYisider it as a subject not worthy 
of special attention, is to undervalue one 
ol the most important jBsneg to which 
the public attention can be directed. In 
thiB connection it is pertinent to inquire, 
Wiiat are the principles that should 
glide in the selection and govern the 
action of a municipal corporaClon? They 
hive been well defined as the same 
principles that govern a corporation for 
any other business purpose. Practical- 
ly a city council occupies the same posi- 
tion towards the ratepayers that a board 
of direction does to the shareholders 
which it is elected to represent, and, it is 
renHonable to conclude, the same rights 
with respect to the value of a vote should 
prevail in one as in the other. An im- 
portant consideration is not only the 
stock or property qualification of a 
director to occupy a position of trust, 
but also Ilia business capacity to repre- 
sent faithfully and. efficiently the inter- 
eats conflded to his care. In the case of 
business corporations men will generally 
be found as directors who have not only 
the ability to accumulate property, but 
to properly administrate it when it is 
acquired. A man will not often be 
chosen as director of a business cor- 
poration simply Ijecanse he is known 
to poasesa eiociuenco enough to l<eep 
the more uninformed sharehold- 
ers in a state of continual 
hostility to those who Hnow and possess 
more, by virtue of their better business 
capacity. Such men are, however, often 
found upon municipal corporations, and 
what are they when so found? The 
greatest evil that could be inflicted upon 
a Bull'ering municipality; and yet the 
time never was, and probably never 
will be, when electors deficient in in- 
telligence as to select such men to rei>ie- 
seut them will not be found. Often a 
man succeeda aa a municipal politician 
who has proved a failure in every other 
l)ursuit or industry. Take the case of a 
niecluuiic who lias a decided turn for 
^loquencc, so-called, witli no particular 
skill in his own business. Having 
failed with his hands after repeated 
trials he enters the arena of municipal 
politics, well knowing that there are to 
be found in every community tlioee 
w!io are carried away more by plausible 
talk than by logical reason or common 
sense. The elimination of this kind of 
agitatoR is an object well worthy the at- 
tention and concerted action of every 
sensible citizen who has taxes to pay, 
and who desires to see municipal funds 
properly expended. There is a linut to 
the value of any man's property when 
his taxes become large in comparison 
witii property held in a better admin- 
istered community, and it may well be 
that in the course of time, the progress 
of the city of Victoria will be materially 
retarded by the kind and quality of 
business men elected to ait in the 
council. 

No citizen should be ashamed or un- 
willing to serve upon the council of the 
city if he desjreB to see his i)roperty 
maintain its value and the city improve 
in its material condition with the laiisc 
of time. The council is very much what 
the people make it, and if good busineps 
men who are property holders do not feel 
interest enough in the city to take part 
in its government and are content to 



leave the management of its affairs, 
even partially, to a aection^irepresenting 
no property and nothing but theoretical 

socialistic views, they will in the end 
reap the reward which will be their due. 
by seeing the city streets, roads, bridges, 
tc, of a kind not in accordance with 
the times and their property consumed 
by taxes. 

Some two years ago a meeting was 
held to discuss the question of municipal 
government. A man pot up and began 
to talk by assuming that to be true 
which had no foundation in fact, and 
upon that false basis this individual 
poured forth a Hood of eloquence that 
enthused the mass of the people who at- 
tended that meeting and influenced them 
more than the expression of opinion by 
the then premier and many others who 
had at heart the true interests of the 
community, and who were also property 
holders in the city. 

The best governed city on the contin- 
ent, and perhaps in the world, is Wash- 
ington in the District of Columbia, U.S., 
and why is tliis city so well governed? 
Because it is practically governed by 
incorruptible oflicials, who take a 
pride and intereat in everything that 
they do. Will the city government of 
Victoria, if it existed in its present con- 
dition for centuries, ever attain the per- 
fection of administration arrived at by 
Washington District of Columbia? If 
the best business men in the city allow 
them solves to be chosen as representa- 
tives tliere might be some hope, but not 
otherwise. It should be evident to 
everyone capable of forming an intelli- 
gent opinion on the subject that a busi- 
ness concern, to be successful, must bo 
run by business men. The citizens of 
Victoria, if they think over the matter, 
must come to the conclusion tlint the 
work which the corporation has to do is 
emphatically and essentially business, 
requiring for its successful performance 
business ability in the men chosen to 
compose it. 

STUDIOUSLY MODERATE. 

Fair-minded men in all the Provinces 
of the Dominion want to know what 
members of tlie denominational minor- 
ity in Manitoba think of the "settle- 
ment " that has been made for them be- 
hind their backs by the Governments of 
the Dominion and the Province. They are 
collectively one of the parties to the dis- 
pute. It is to them that the Constitu- 
tions, both of the Dominion and the 
Province, guarantee riglits and extend 
privileges, and it was to them that 
promises were made previous to 
the late election. They have an interest 
in that settlement superior to that of 
any section of the population of the 
other provinces and their right to be 
heard as to the merits of the settlement 
is unquestionable. 

A meeting of the members of that 
minority was held in Winnipeg on the 
evening of the 9th of the present month. 
The meeting is said by the Free Press of 
that city to have been well attended, 
and " the utmost harmony -and en- 
thusiasm prevailed throughout the pro- 
ceedings." The following is the first 
resolution that was passed : 

This meeting of Roman Catholic rate- 
payers in the city of Wiunijieg, called 
by public notice, for the j)urpose of 
giving exjireasion to the opinion of tlie 
iionian Catliolic minority of tins city on 
the arrangement recently concluded be- 
tween the Federal and Provincial Gov- 
ernments on the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, resolves as follows: Very respect- 
fully but moat firmly we protest against 
the terms of that arrangement. We 
afhrm that they are wholly insuUicient 
to redress our wrongs, while they utterly 
fail to make good the pledges solemniy 
made to tlie electorate by members of 
the Federal cabinet and of parliament. 

The next resolution passed by tiic 
meeting is as follows : 

We condemn federal ministers for try- 
ing to force on the Rom.m Catholic min- 
ority a jjroijosal so inadetjuate and in the 
negotiations for which the minority it- 
self was not consulted. We resent the 
inault offered to the most prominent and 
most trusted represenlativi) of the min- 
ority in this controversy — the revered 
Arc'hbisliop of .St. IJoniface — who, as 
openly averred by one of the ministers, 
wag designedly ignored in the negotia- 
tions. A policy of conciliation for reach- 
ing a BBttlement we indeed approve, but 
it 18 a farce to call it conciliation wticn 
only one party to the coritrovei sy is ap- 
proached in that spirit, while the otlier 
party, and that the one which has been 
wronguil, is treated with undieguised 
contempt. 

This is the third resolution: 

As loyal citizens of a British country 
wo ask for British justice — no more, no 
less ; aa devoted upholders of Britisii in- 
stitutions, whose mainstay is an honor- 
able adherence to the spirit of the 13rit- 
isli constitution wu deiiKind that the 
constitution of our countrj' be respected, 
and tliat its protection be extended to 
the minority whose riglita in educa- 
tional matters were thereby very spe- 
cially safeguarded. 

The fourth and fifth resolutions show 
what the minority regard as a fair basis 
of settlement : 

We declare our moat earnest desire to 
live in harmony witli our follow citizens 
of all creeds. In the matter of secular 
education we are most willing to submit 
under reasonable conditions to state in- 
spection, but we claim that Boman 
Catholics ought wherever in sufficient 
numbers, and particularly where tiie 
number is bo great as in Winnipeg, lo 
have the privilege of sending tlieir chil- 
dren to schools, which while maintain- 
ing a standard of proficiency second to 
none under similar conditions conform 
to our well understood laws as to re- 
ligious and moral training. 

(5.) Under the law ot the province 
prior to 1890 wo had thia i)rivilege, but 
we do not call for the re-enactment of 
the old law in its precise terms. We 
demand, therefore, that by amendment 
and modification, as suggested by the 
judges of the Privy Council, our griev- 



ances be removed and our essential 
rigiits in tl^is respect be restored. 
This is how thosixth resolution reads : 
Through the proceedings in appeal, 
the parliament of Canada,, is : now em- 
powered to deal with' the question and 
give us relief. We recognize that by 
provincial legislation a moie easy remedy 
could be secured, but this being denied 
us, we can but look to parliament for 
justice, and we appeal with confidence 
not only to our co-religionists in the 
other provinces, but to all lovers of 
British fair play, for tboir sympotby and 
support. 

The meetiBcr took the gronnd that it la 
absurd to stigmatize the proceedings 
taken under the constitution and pro- 
scribed by the constitution as coercive. 
The seventh resolution reads as ftdlows: 

Wo protest against the vicious and ab- 
surd theory that federal legislation is to 
b-( rnken as coersive, or aa a menace to 
])rovincial rights, in a case where fed- 
eral legislation is not only clearly con- 
templated, but is in express terms pro- 
vided for by the constitution. Appel- 
late bodies, cliarged with the duty of ex- 
tending i)rotection to either communities 
or individuals, must wholly fail in their 
duty, if they are deterred from review- 
ing the acts of the bodies appealed 
against by a consideration of the tenacity 
with which those bodies cling to their 
acta. 

The eighth resolution is an appeal to 
the Protestants of the Dominion for 
sympathy. This is how it reads : 

To our Protestant brethren wo would 
recall the fact that tliia provision for ap- 
peal to parliament waa put in the con- 
stitution at the instance of the Protestant 
representatives of tiuebec, for tlie ex- 
press purpose of all'ording im^'ir tion to 
tlie Protestant nnnority in tiiat province. 
We remind them, too, of the fact that 
the same Protestant minority was tlrj 
first body to avail itself of tliis right of 
appeal, against an alleged deprivation of 
their educational rights by tlio Komaii 
Catholic legislature of Quebec, and that 
the appeal led to a speedy restoration of 
those rights by that Catholic legisla- 
ture. Sliould the educational riglila of 
Protestants in tliat province bo again 
prejudicially affected in the. future by 
any act of its legislature, and another 
appeal to Ottawa by Protestants become 
necosaary, we are sure that Protestants 
throughout the Dominion would not 
willingly see justice denied because of a 
cry against interference with Quebec s 
juovincial rights. The Roman Catholic 
minority of Manitoba in audi a case 
would be the first to deprecate a failure 
of jiiatice tlirough such a cry. And the 
Cliriatian principle of doing to others 
as they would wish others to do to them 
will suggest to our I'rotestant brethren 
that a like cry ought not to be the cause 
for withholding justice from us in the 
present case. 

These resolutions were moved and 
supported by speeches which to judge 
by the report were ejcceedingly moder- 
ate. Not a single intemperate expres- 
sion is to be found in the report, and if 
any of the speakers vilified the oppon- 
ents of their cause, all harsh expressions 
and vituperative epithets have been care- 
fully eliminated from the report. The 
meeting appears to have been composed 
exclusively of iaymen. Tliero certainly 
waa not a clergyman among the speakers. 
The resolutions we have reproduced, no 
doubt, embody the views of the great 
majority of the Roman Catholics of 
Manitoba with respect to the *' settle- 
ment." Those who read them carefully 
will not, we think, agree with the poli- 
ticians who lire telling the people of the 
Dominion that the Manitoba school 
question is dead.

GROSSE DISCHARGED. 

Witnesses for the Crown Refase to Come 
From tbe United States to Testify. 

In the Speedy Trials court before Mr. 
Justice Walkem, yesterday, Joseph 
Groase waa charged with stabbing with 
intent to do grievous bodily harm to Ed- 
mund Chriatol on the 14tli day of July 
last. The principal witnesses for the 
crown were all away, and Provincial Con- 
stable McKenna was called to give evi- 
dence that they were not in British Col 
umbia. He stated that ho had seen Ed- 
mund Chriatol and Mario Mounia during 
last week at Port Gamble, and had re- 
quested them to attend the trial, which 
tliey bad both agreed to do, but after 
that w6nt in hiding, and he was unable 
to get them to come over. He also stat- 
ed that ho had seen Emil Castel yester- 
day at Port Townaond, and that he re- 
tutied to come over also. 

Francis I'age, clerk of tho police court, 
waa called and ])roveil the depositions, 
which were then put in evidence. 

H. Siiepjiard, chief of j)olice, testified 
to having arrested the accused at Dun- 
can's Htation on tho lillh July, and re- 
peated the statement that the accused 
made to him while under arrest. 

The vest and shirt that Cbristol had 
worn at the time of the stabbing were 
then produced and identified, also the 
knife with which the stabbing had been 
done. 

Dr. Francis W. Hall gave evidence as 
to the wounds inflicted and the manner 
in which they could be inflicted with 
auch a knife aa tbe one produced. 
This closed the case for tbe crovf n. 
Tbe accused waa then called and ad - 
mitted stabbing Christol, but said that 
he did so in self-defence. He was the 
only witness in hia own behalf. 

After couneel for the accused and the 
crown had addressed the Court, His 
Lordship said that the only doubt in his 
mind was whether the accused was justi- 
fied under tho circumstances in resort- 
ing to tlio measures which he took. The 
Court also stated that he was of opinion 
that the witnessea for tiie crown had 
been influenced by the accused and that 
was the reason they would not come 
over from the United States to attend 
the trial. In view of the conflict of the 
testimony, Hia Lordship discharged the 
accused. Mr. J. S. Yates appeared for 
the crown, and Mr, H. Dallas Helmcken, 
Q.O., for the defence.

And though tbecomi)any ia a very 
numerous and co:ni)lete one the audi- 
ence was at no jieriod of tho ])rocceilings 
better pleaseil than when Cawthorne 
alone held tho stage, telling them stories 
in his own inimitable way " while the 
rest of the people were changing their 
things. " Coriiino herself la just the 
same as over— as spriijbtly in the dance 
and as clover in her manipulation of the 
mandolin. She sang several songs effec- 
tively in the course of the performance, 
including a very artistic rendition of 
"La Paloma" and the late London suc- 
cess " Meet Me, Honey," which bad not 
before been heard in Vicioria. Her sup- 
port included John Page and Neil Mc- 
Neil, very capable low comedians, and 
the latter an expert contortionist; and 
Miss Nellie Strickland, a lady of lino 
stage presence who gives a particularly 
strong characterization of "Tho New 
Woman," besides twenty-five or thirty 
othera who are quite eufUcient to lUl de- 
mandB upon them.

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Text of the Decision of the 
Council oil the Etlisou 
Appeal. 



Privy 



Seasons Given for Setting- Aside the 
Judgment of tlto Fall 
Court. 



Tlie text of the judgment of tlm 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, 
consisting of Lords Hobhouso, Mnc- 
naghten and Davej' and Sir llichard 
Couch, (lelivereJ on November 21, in the 
appeal of the Edison General Electric 
Co. vs. the Westminster and Vancouver 
Tramway Co.. the Bank of British Col- 
umbia and others, has just beein received 
from London. 

This was an appeal from a judgment 
of the Supremo Court of JJritish Colum- 
bia of January 30, ISDG, nfDrmind a de- 
cision of Mr. Justice Crease. Their lord- 
ships now gave judgment, reversing the 
decree of the Supremo court, and declar- 
ing the judgment in favor of the bank to 
be null and void. 

Hon. Edward Blake, Q.C. (of the Ca- 
nadian Bar), and Mr. Jolm I). Crawford 
were counsel for the appellants; Mr. C. 
Roljinson, (l-G. (of the Canadian Bar), 
and Mr. Bray for the respondents, tliu 
Bank of British Columbia. 

Sir JCilwartl Couch, in tleliverint; tlie 
jadgniout, Huid tlio suit was brouj^lit by 
the appellants against the respondents 
to have a judgment obtained by the 
Bank of British Columbia against the 
Westminster and Vancouver Tramway 
Company declared null and void, and 
the executions issued thereon and the 
certificates thereof registered as a charge 
against the lands of the Tramway Co 
set aside and cancelled. It was dis 
missed with costs by Mr, Justice Crease, 
and an appeal to tlie full court was dis- 
missed with costs. At the hearint; of 
that appeal and also of the present, the 
Bank of British Cohimbia alone appear- 
ed and defended. The suit was founded 
on section 1 of chapter CI of the Consoli 
dated Statutes of British Columbia 
which was as follows: "In case any 
person beinp; at the time in insolvent 
circumstances or unable to pay his debts 
in full, or knowing himself to be 
the eve of inaolveney, voluntarily or by 
collusion with a creditor or creditors, 
gives a confession of judgment, cognovit 
actionem, or warrant of attorney to con- 
fess judgment with intent in giving such 
confession, cognovit actionem, or war 
rant of attorney to confess judgment, to 
defeat or delay his creditors wholly or 
in part, or with intent thereby to give one 
or more of the creditors of any such per 
son a preference over his other creditors 
or over any one or more of such crcd' 
tors, every such confession, cognovit 
actionem, or warrant of attorney to con- 
fess judgment shall be deemed i\iy' 
taken to be null and void as against th 
creditors of the party giving the same 
and shall be invalid and ineffectual to 
support any judgment or writ of exe- 
cution." It was not disputed that the 
Tramway Company was insolvent on 
December 20, 1893, and that the appel- 
lants and the bank were its principal 
creditors. On that day the appel- 
lants obtained a judgment against the 
Tramway Company fcr .$18,470.12 and 
costs" On January 13, 389-1, a summons 
was taken out by tlieTramway Company 
to set aside that judgment with a stay of 
proceedings till January 24, the return 
day of the summoua. On January 17 
the bank issued a writ of summons 
against the Tramway Company for .$201,- 
217. (17 and costs. On January 24 the 
Tramway Company entered an appear- 
ance, and before the hearing of the sum- 
mons to set aside the a))pellants' judg- 
ment, on the application of the solicitors 
of the bank, with the written consent 
of the Tramway Company's solici- 
tor, judgment was given by the judge 
sitting in chamber for the bank for $2U1,- 
217. C7 debt and costs. Afterwards, on 
the same day, the summons to set aside 
the appelants' judgment came on for 
hearing in court before the same judge, 
and on tiie 27th iiu gave judgment dis- 
missing it with coats. On January l!l 
a writ of iieri facias on the appellants' 
judgment was issued tu the sheriU' and 
a return made of nulla bonn. The ma- 
terial facta with regard to the validity 
of the judgment for the bank were to 
be founil in the evidimce of Mr. 0|i|)en- 
heimer, the president of the tram- 
way comj)anies ; Mr. Murray, the man- 
ager of the bank; and Mr. Jenns, the 
solicitor for the tramway companies. 
Mr, Jenna said he first heard of the 
judgment for the appellants having been 
signed on January 6th, 1894 ; that about 
January 20th he had a conversation 
with >Ir. Iiavis, the senior jiartner of 
the t'lrni of solicitors to the bank, and 
spoke to him about the company having 
decided to allow the hank to take judg- 
ment. Mr. Davis said he would jirefer 
to wait and take judgment by default. 
Mr. Jenns thought he first heard on the 
24th that the judgment was to be by 
consent, and even on the 24tii he under- 
stood that the arrangement was that 
the bank was not to sign judgment in 
the event of the Edison judgment 
being set aside. It had been 
arranged by him with Mr. Davin, 
on the instructions he got from 
the company, that he was to consent to 
judirinent. As their lordships were sa- 
tisfied that there was pressure by the 
bank, it wa.s not necessary to refer to his 
evidence further, ft was not ])rijved 
that the bank or their sulicitors in any 
way oansed the summons to be issued 
Mr. Murray, the manager of the hank at 
Vancouver, in his evidence said that, on 
hearing of the appellanta' judgment, ho 
asked M r. Oavis' advice and then sent 
for Mr. Oppenheimer ami told him that 
they would have to get in ahead of the 
Edison judgment, and that they must 
iiavo the first judgment. The arrauL'C- 
nienta wore left with the solicitors, Mr. 
Oppenheimer said that having receivc(l 
from Mr. Murray and Mr. Ward (the 
superintendent of the Vancouver branch 
of the bank) the intimation that the 
bank insisted on having judgment prior 
to the Edison company, he gave instruc- 
tions to the solicitor to give the bank 
first judgment. iMr. (Jppenheimer was 
also asked as to the reason forgiving 
the bank tiie first judgment, and ho said 
that the controlling reason was to give 
the company time to make financial ar- 
rangements, ft was apparent to their 
lordships that the bank did notintend to 
immediately enforce judgment. Tlie ob- 
ject both of the bank and the com-1 



pany wag to protect the latter against 
the claim of the appellants, so 
that an attempt might he made 
to reconstruct the company and 
raise money to meet its liabilities, Mr, 
Ward, in his evidence, said that the ob- 
ject of the bank in trying to obtain 
priority for tlieir judgment was that they 
sbonld bo able to protect the company 
so as, if possible, to carry it on. If tlie 
appellants' case had only been that there 
was a fraudulent i)reference of the bank, 
the pressure by the bank might have 
been an answer to it; but their lordships 
did not see how pressure alone could be 
an answer to a case which alleged collu- 
liion. The statute was in the alternative. 
The confession of judgment might be 
given either voluntarily or by collusion 
with a creditor. In either case, if there 
was the intent to defeat or delay creditors 
or to give a ])roference over other creditors 
the confession was made null and void 
against creditors. In Gill v. the Con- 
tinental Gas Company (L.R, 7, Ex, 
337), Lord Bramwell said that the word 
collusion only signified agreement. In 
their lordships' opinion " collusion " in 
this section meant agreement or acting 
in concert. It was plain from the evi- 
dence that there was an agreement be- 
tween the Tramway Company and the 
bank, the ellect ot which was that the 
bank should have a judgment, and that 
their judgment should luivo iiriority to 
the appellants ' judgment, the object be- 
ing, as ]\Ir. Ward said, that the 
bank should bo in a position to 
protect the company, if possible, 
so as to carry it on. The case came 
within the provision in the section. It 
had been argued for the respondents 
that tlie confession must be fraudulently 
given. The section did not use tb.at 
work, hut the giving a jiidgriiinit by con- 
fession by a person in insolvent circum- 
stances voluntarily or by collusion with 
a creditor with intent to defeat or de- 
lay his creditors or to give a preference 
to one of them over the others was treat- 
ed by the statute as a fraudulent act. 
Their lordshijis approved of the 
decision of the court of appeal 
for Ontario in Jlartin v, JI'Alpine 
et nl (S Ontario Appeals, (w.")). 
Their Lordships were of opinion that 
the statute made the hank's judgment 
null and void as against the creditors of 
the Tramway Coi!ii)any. They would 
therefore humbly advise Her Majesty to 
reverse the tlecree ami order of the 
SujDromo court on the trial and on the 
apjjeal, and to declare the judgment of 
the bank against the Tramway Company 
to be null and void and to 
order the e.xeuutions issued there- 
on and the certificatea thereof reg- 
istered as a charge against the lands 
of the company to be set aside and can- 
celled with costs of the suits, including 
costs of the appeal to the Supreme court, 
but with liherty for the appellants to 
apply to the .Supremo court tor any con- 
sequential relief for the purpose of en- 
lorcing their judgment. The respondents 
— the Bank of British Columbia — must 
pay the costs of this appeal.

Capt. Alex. McLean uiiderwent a very 
searching cross-examination by Hon. 
Mr.JPeters of theBritisii counsel, at yes- 
terday's sitting of tho Behring Sea 
Claims Commission. The witness was 
first shown tho log of the Favorite for 
1880 and that of the Mary Ellen forl8S7, 
1888 and 1889, which he said were kept 
by liim, with the exception of the last 
one, which was partly kept by the mate ; 
the portion referring to Behring sea, 
however, having been entered up by 
himself. These logs Imd boon in his 
possession until the last three weeks or 
so. Questioned as to his memorandum 
book produced on Saturday, which 
showed that the number of skins taken 
by the San Diego in 188S and sold to T. 
Lubbe was 339, witness was asked by 
Hon. Mr. Peters 

" If it was sliown that in 1882 the ex- 
act number of skins was sold by the San 
Diego to ISIr. Ijubbo that would be 
strange would it not? 

" Yos," answered the witness. 

Asketl how it was his memorandum 
book under the heading of 1887 did not 
correspond with that year's catch, the 
witness stated that part of the 
list in his book belong to 1886. 
lie had a couple of months ago 
scratched out the word "master" 
placed after his name in his book in 
reference to the San Diego in 1SS3 be- 
cause he was not the actual master then 
but only navigator. Questioned as to 
the actual amount of the expenditures 
on the supplies of the Favorite in 188-1 
or 1SS5, he explained that the amount 
of supplies on the lionan/.a, which uuicli 
exceeded his estimate of what was re- 
quired for a sealing cruise, was because 
she acted as a supply vessel for other 
sealers, 

" Why, then, did you head this list in 
your book as made in 1804 of ' supplies 
for a schooner with eight boats and 
28 men for a cruise of nine months ' and 

not put the vessel's name? " asked Mr. 
Peters. 

The witness explained that the ves- 
sel's name was in anotlier jiart of the 
book. 

" Well, when did yon put it there?" 

" Three or four weeks ago," answered 
tho witness, and then exiilained that he 
had originally omitted tho name as the 
list had only been written out for his 
own information. 

(.Questioned as to what he knew about 
the values of vessels the witness statetl 
he had bad to do with the sale of two or 
three and the inspection ot others. 

Ke-examined by Hon. Mr. Dickinson 
the witness stated that in regard to the 
twice he liad been under arrest the 
first time was in Nova Scotia, where he 
had been imprisoned for six hours for 
getting in a row; and at San Francisco 
be had been in custody on a charge of 
lighting, but had been aciiuitted. flia 
memorandum book bad lieen forliis own 
use, and was not intendetl to deceive 
anyone. 

A. ii, Alexander, an expert employed 
by tho Unitinl States lish commission, 
was next placed on the stand, and 
stated that ho had from boyhood been 
accustomed to vessels engaged in fishing 
and knew their value. Ho had seen the 
Carolena lying on the bank at Ounalaska 
in 1888, and considered that if she had 
been in good condition she would have 
been worth about $1,SOO or $2,000. He 
had for a couple of years been in Behring 
sea during the sealing season, and his 
observations went to show tlnit the seal 
were migratory, and there was no part 
of the sea where they could be always 
found one season aiter another. 

In cross examination he stated that he 
had not taken into consideration tho 
estimated, value of the Carolena as i:iven 
in his exami-iation in chief, that she 
had been rebuilt in ISSt, and if she liad 
been then rebuilt the work must have 
been done not very substantially. 

Captain Charles liaynor, iuaster 
mariner, was master of the San Diego in 
188U and of the Allie I. Algar in 1887 in 
Behring sea, and had sailed several 
other years as a sealer. lie had had a 
general knowledge of the value of seal- 
ing vessels in ISSG in San Francisco or 
Seattle, and was on the San Diego when 
she was seized tho same year as tho 
Carolena. Neither ho nor Captain 
Ogilvio nor Mate Blako of the Carolena 
wtis niuhn- arrest at Ounalaska. The 
inventory of jirovisiona made by the 
riiiled States otiieera at Ounalaska after 
the seizure was, the witness said, cor- 
rect as far as he remembered ; bo saw 
the provisions taken from the Carolena; 
at Sitka he, Captain Ogilvie and Mate 
Hlako were told to consider themselves 
under arrest, but were allowed their 
liberty on bail; before trial they were 
allowed to sleep on their vessels if they 
liked. 

At this point the commission 
j nirned till this morning.

It i= lu.'t iilv.-.iys ill) o;'.sy miUtor to 
(li.spo-^e of all Iho r;fr:u)s of pastry left 
after mikkiuf^ p::ltius ci- pioa of any 
kiud. lu olden times there was a vwio- 
ty of nice littlOj oake.s marlo "Of small 
picros cif fiiio nai;lry ;inil giiriiisheil with 
jellj-, ;i:;-.iis or Mwi-otcm-il crciims whipped 
to a still froth ;ind lUivonnl. 

Thf! well Ijno-.vii "wi'lls of Cupid," 
ns thoy were kuowii Jn thoso soutimeutal 
days, were nothing- more than . tiny flat 
cakes of pastry with a raised ring of 
pastry laid on thoiii, tlio oavity in the 
center Ijoiug filled with jolly or Jam of 
Bomc bright color. These "wells" are 
sometimes made of cSld boiled plum 
pudding,f:arnished with a little creamy 
hard brandy sawco, and thoy arc then 
served at the holiday season and known 
as "wgll.s of Noel." Almost any plain 
cooky dough may bo rolled out and cut 
np into circles and riusa of equal size, 
and have a ring laid on every circle and 
the cakes baktd. The cavity in tlio een- 
ter maj- be lilled with bright red cur- 
rant jolly. 

Thoso dainty little cakes called 
"marigolds" may be made, of puff paste 
or any pastry or cake batter that can bi^ 
rolled out. They are esix-eially nice 
made nf puff pastry, glazed with sugar 
and bailed a golden hue. Out out l-'O 
circles of pa.stry with a fluted cutter 
aboui two inches in diameter. Then 
^famp out an equal iinmber of rings 
about three-quarters of an inch in diam- 
eter. Put these tinj- rings in tlie center 
of tlio large circles and stick pieces of 
blanched and shredded almonds around 
the center pieces. Dredge these cakes 
with sugar and bake them in a qnicK- 
oven for about ten minutes, or until 
they are a nice golden brown. Arrange 
little strips of red currant jelly length- 
wise around the edge betW(M)n tlic strips 
of almond. These represent the petals 
of the flower. These cakes are trouble- 
some to make, but are nice for a child 's 
party or other gala occasion. 

"KiiigHenry'i shoestrings" aro strips 
of pasti-y arranged iu fear loops in the 
shape (if a St. Andrew's cross. Thoy aro 
decorated with bits of green grape jelly 
and red currant jelly to represent rubien 
and emeralds. Where a cookj' batter is 
tised pieces of candied cherry and green 
lime or tlio prettier candied angelica 
can be used. Other cakes may bo in the 
form of small wreaths made of little 
loavoa nf pastry when baked. Bits of 
bright jelly .set in various hollows of the 
wreath represent blossoms. These are a 
delight to children, says a writer in the 
New York Tribune, who calls attention 
to these dainties.

FAMINE IN INDIA. 

Practically Every Province Involved— The 
Crop in the Argentine— Recovery 
of Prices. 

LoNDO.v, D?c. 14.— The Calcutta Eng- 
lisluniiD of Nov, 25 contenda that tho 
home officials are utterljr at fault in re- 
gard to the dimensions of the famine. 

It adils tiiat practically every province 
ia invols-ed and aaserCs that Bucli orrora 
at the outset may result in irretrievable 
damage aud auUerint; before the crisig is 
over. 

Tho Mark Laue Express crop report 
to-day Buys that the heavy rainfall of 
December is welcome, as it will give 
November sown iirain a hopeful start. 
" Spain," the Express continues, "1ms 
enjoyed an extremely heavy rainfall 
since October, and the benefit to agri- 
culture on that arid peninsula is likely 
to bo very great. Central Europe has 
eceii it rapid rise in the temperature 
n\thor (nan a licavy rainfall." Refer- 
ring to the Iniliaii ontlood, the Mark 
Lane Kxpres.^ Bays : " The India rains 
sre too late to allow anytliinc like an 
averajio of area to be eowii in wheat in 

ly.iT." 

Jieparding tho South American out- 
look the new wheat is now ripeuint; in 
the wanner i)rovince9 of Argentine, and 
it ia learned that from 300,000 to -100,000 
(luaitera of wheat may be expected from 
Montevideo. Foreitjn wheat has been 
allcrted by the vi);oiouB competition of 
the homo supply, but the dependence of 
England upon imported produce is so 
heavy that tho natural facts of the posi- 
tion are bound to tell, the facts being 
that tho total production of the world in 
IS'.iO. ia barely eiiual to the total require- 
ments and reserves, though considerable 
ia being steadily worked. The Mark 
Lane Express predicts a recovery of 
prices, probably within a week, with 
anything like seasonable winter weather. 

SMUGGLING CONSPIRACY. 

Seizure of Coiitr.ibniid Tobacco Intended for 
England— Schooners Wrecked. 

St. Joun's, Nfld., Dec. 15 — (Special)— 
An audacious emuggling conspiracy has 
been discovered through the recent 

seizures of contraband tobacco at For- 
tune Bay. The tobacco was brought 
from the United States, packed in special 
boxes, two of which were intended 
to be concealed in lobster cases and 
e.vported to England, where the duties 
on tobacco are verj' heavy. Immense 
quantities of canned lobsters being ex- 
ported from Newfoundland to Enghmd 
every year has enabled this practice to 
be pursued witli slight risk of detection. 

Tlie mail cteamer from the North re- 
ports that seven schooners were wrecked 
by last Wednesday's gale. 

FINANCE and" COMMEECE. 

New York Stock Market Dominated by Un- 
easiness, Prices Tending Lower- 
Wheat Higher. 

New Yokk, Dec. 14.— The stock mar- 
ket to-day was dominated by the uneasi- 
uesa growing tuit ni iLc lato sensational 
phase in the (.)ul>un uiiaation, and re- 
sulting in rovived congressional agita- 
tion. Business was larger than usual le- 
cently and the trend of prices was toward 
a lower level. The railroad stocks were 
more active than the industrials, but the 
features in point of extreme liuctuations 
were the specialties. In this group liqui- 
dation was clearly evident and emne 
material losses were scored. The de- 
clining tendency of the market was to a 
slight extent accelerated by a (inner 
tendency in foreign exchange and by a 
falling off in Eastbound shipments.

Jlarchant last night brought be- 
fore the city council his motion asking 
tor the dismissal of the City Engineer, 
bat it fell flat, only three aldermen in- 
cluding tho mover voting for it. Aid. 
Marchant in proposing that the position 
of city engineer be declared vacant on 
December 31, and that applications be 
asked from candidates desirous of ob- 
taining the place, said ho was moved by 
no personal feeling in tho action he was 
taking. Many complaints had been 
made against the City Engineer, and it 
was time he should be discharged. In- 
deed, ho could put in tho witness box 
three aldermen of last year's council who 
had frankly owned they had made a mis 
take in not insisting on Mr. Wilmot's 
dietnissal then. 

Ald. riu.Mi'enEY, in seconding the 
motion, said he was sorry, but he had to 
do it. If this action came hard on tho 
City ICngineer now, it was his own fault. 
The council last year had decided to ask 
the City lOngineer to resign, and Mayor 
Teagiio had infornieil him of the deci- 
sion ; but Mr. Wilmot luul refused to re- 
sign. A notice of motion had then been 
I>utup, but before it came to a vote 
outside inlluence was brought to bear, 
and the idea was not carried out. The 
Alderman went on to any that four years 
ago Mr. Wilinot had rejilaced tho. rotten 
timbers on Point Kllice bridge, but since 
then had allowed the bridge to go with- 
out looking after it, and then tho bridge 
broke down last spring. ICver since the 
Point EUice bridge accident the speaker 
had thought that if the city had appoint- 
ed a new engineer last spring the acci- 
dent might not have occurred, for no 
doubt the first thing that a new man 
would have done would have been to in- 
spect tho bridge. 

Ai.i). Gi.ovKit questioned tlie advis- 
ability of dispensing with Mr. Wilmot's 
services at tlie present time while the 
city bad litigation pentling about which 
ho would have to give evidence as city 
engineer. A man who was dischargetl 
from the city's employ would not be pre- 
disposed towards the city as a witness in 
a. law suit. 

Ald. Wilson briefly said that purely 
on account of the legal questions pend- 
ing which the city had to deal with ho 
would oppose the resolution. 

T|io motion was put and lost, Aid. 
Macmillan, Marchant and Humphrey 
voting for it. Aid. Williams, Wilson, 
Partridge, Cameron, Glover and Tiarks, 
against, 

Another communii^ation from Drake, 
Jackson it Ilelnickeii as to the damage 
caused to the McTavish property by tlie 
park culvert was referred to the street 
committee and city eneineer to report; 
and a letter from Mcl'hillijis, Wootton 
(& Barnard, calling attention to damage 
to a lot in the Roman Catholic cemetery 
by the ground sliding away, was referred 
to the cemetery committee to act. 

Acknowledgments in regard to the 
city's resolution in favor of the building 
of the Admiralty house were received 
from the deputy provincial secretary, 
the Premier and H. Dallas Helmcken,.

Tho commit- 
tee wish to call attention to the fact that 
one of the chief founders of llii.s institu- 
ti</n, ex-Aklerinan ,f. Ci. Taylor, has re- 
ceived but scant recognition of liis niag- 
iiilicent gift, and reconiineiid tho 
directoi's of the lionie to erect a suitab'e 
and prominent inscription upon the 
front of the building to perpetuate his 
memory." 

Ald. Macmillan thought there was 
some force in Mr. Ledingham's protest, 
unless either tho word Protestant was 
taken out of the name of the Orphan's 
Home or unless grants were made to 
Boman Catholics and all alike. 

Ald. I'AnriiiDaE, while he gave to tho 
Orphan's Home as a private individunl. 
quite agreed that public money should 
not be given to a sectarian institution. 

Ai,n. Mahciiant thought tliat the city 
would have to look after the orphan ii'i 
any case, and the comniitteo bad sought 
to put ill such tionditioiis that would 
meet tho yery objections that wore 
raised. ■ ...

the care of the city as the Orphans' 

Home. 

Ai.o. WiM.r.vMs, in supporting tho re- 
port, said that the homo was likely to 
lose a possible substantial donation, by 
not putting up a ])roper monument to 
the founders. 

Ali). Cii.ovKK thought that the lato Mr, 
Taylor had given hia tlonation on the 
understanding that the home slionld be 
l^rotostant in character, and conseciuent- 
ly the alderman saw a difficulty in tho 
public funds being given to it. 

To bring the matter to a head. Aid. 
Partridge moved that the item be struck 
out. 

Ald. Marchant brought to the atten- 
tion of the council that tho city were 
helping the Salvatlon*Army, and that 
being the case, there was no reason why 
the city should not help the Orphans' 
Homo. 

Aid. Partridge's motion to strike out 
the item was lost, he, Aid. Macmillan 
and Glover alone voting for it, and the 
grant was then adopted on tho same di- 
vision. 

The suggestions by the finance com- 
mittee as conditional to the grant were, 
however, struck out. 

The purchase of an electric testing set 
for the electric power house was granted 
and the street committee's report that 
Wm. Adam be given the contract of sup- 
plying gravel at 12}4 cents a y^rd was 
adopted. 

Aid. Partridge's motion for a report of 
tho cost of Point EUice bridge was 

carried. His proposed amendment to 
the bicycle regulations by-law was not 
so fortunate. It was proposed in it to 
allow, during the winter months, 
bicyclists to ride on the sidewalks in 
portions of tho city lying north of 
Queen's avenue, or south of Humboldt 
street, west of Wharf street or Store 
street, or east of Cook street. The by- 
law, though read a first time, was given 
a two months' hoist on Aid. JIarcbant's 
motion. 

The Medical Health Officer in a letter 
to the council in answer to their request 
as to what preparations were made for 
the care of the insane, stated that " Ttie 
insane poor pending removal to the 
asylum are placed in the police station 
under the care of the medical health 
officer, Who may employ asiiituble nurse 
to be constantly in attendance on the 
patient. The rooms at the jiolice sta- 
tion are not at present entirely satisfac- 
tory, but with a amall outlay suitable 
changes may be made in two of the 
room so as to render them lit for I he safe 
keeping of an insane patient for the 
ahoit time ho may occiqiy them before 
his removal to the asylum. 1 have no 
doubt," ho said, " ai rangeinents could 
bo inado with the authorities of 
the Jubilee hos^iital for the reception of 
these cases, provided the city are willing 
to nay for them. With the' alterations 
indicated at tho police station, I think 
insane patients can be very salely kept 
there." The letter was filed and, the 
council adjourned about half past ten. 



THE PRESIDKNT'.S MKSS.VGE. 

Turkey Has so Far Ignored All tlie Rtler- 
'jnces in Mr. Clevelaiiil's 
Annoiincenient. 

Wasiilvcton, Dec. 1-1. —Tho Turkish 
minister has autborized the Associated 
Press to state that he has received no 
instructions from his government touch- 
ing the President's message, and has not 
made any oflicial communication to the 
state dejiartment or any branch of the 
United States government concern- 
ing tho subject. Up to date the 
only call made by the Turkish minister 
on Secretary Olney was two weeks 
ago, long before the President's 
message. Since then he has not seen 
the secretary of state, except at a social 
gathering at the British embassy. More- 
over, no protest or any action baa been 
directed from Conatant.ino]5le. In the 
Hnl/man case, .Secretary of State Web- 
ster laid down the doctrine, since 
obaerved,^ that a president's mesaage was 
a domestio communication to the jieo- 
ple, to which foreign representatives 
could take no ofl'ense'. From the long 
service of Mustapha Bey as a diplomat, 
there is reason to believe he is fully 
awaro of all the precedents and usages 
in this connection.
